Group lb comprising hooks with an actuation member in the form of a wire frame; 
Group Ic comprising hooks with an actuation member in the from of rigid portions 
inserted into the hollow interiors of the hooks; 
Group II comprising abrasive members; 
Group III comprising adhesives. 
Only figures 12 and 13 show adhesives. 
Applicant must then elect a layer from 
Group 1 comprising an elastic layer; 
Group 2 comprising an inelastic layer; 

Group 3 comprising a layer sensitive in extension to a temperature difference; 
Group 4 comprising a layer sensitive in extension to water. 
Applicant must then elect a configuration from 

Geometry 1 showing the sinusoidal configuration of figures 1-5 with the functional 
elements in the cavities on one side; 

Geometry 2 showing the sinusoidal configuration of figure 6 with the functional elements 
in the cavities on both sides; 

Geometry 3 showing the sinusoidal configuration of figures 7 and 8 with the functional 
elements in the cavities on one side with a reinforcing strip; 
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Geometry 4 with the functional elements located in dome-shaped cavities; and 
Geometry 5 with the layer being flat as shown in figures 21-32 with the hooks having 
actuating members. 

Applicant must elect an embodiment consistent with the disclosure that is restricted to a 
single web structure. The article with the nominal recitation of a diaper will be examined with 
the web at this time.
